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A Preface to the following Tryals ; giving a brief Hyſto- 
rical, Account of the Life of Mary Queen of Scots, 
and the occaſzons that brought both Her, and the Duke 
of Norfolk, totberr Tragical Ends; andthe Earl of 
Arundel to bis Trial, &c. = 


"I T may feemſtrange orwnſcaſoreble, while the Preſs labours daily with 
the preſent Popiſh Plot, to trouble the world with that which con- 
cerns only Thoſe, that ſo long ago arepaſt and gone: But -as' there 
are too many amonglt us, that queſtion the Reality of the ipreſent 
Conſpiracy; ſo there are not 4 few that deny the Trath'of thoſe 
heretofore. Or if they acknowledge any thing either of the Powder-Tred- 
for, or Babingtons Conſpiracy, they extenuate the ſamealmoſt to nothins;by 
alledging, that they were attempted by 4 few Privare High-SpiritediGen- 
tlemen, extreamly provoked with great Injuries and bitter uſapei' which 
were the only cauſes of their deſperate Reſolutions, for which they then 
{elves ſufficiently ſuffered ; and that therefore their Treaſozs are no mbreto 
be filed to the Account of their Church, &c. But by the following pipers;-I 
conceive theſe Evafions will be filenced, for thereby it will appear, *- -#72::

Theſe and ſeveral other Remarkables, which no doubt the judicious Rea 
der will obſerve in the peruſal, occalioned the publication'of a 
papers at this times 'Tis confeſſed, the ſame arenot ſo exatthy takeny'as t 
Tryals of the preſent Age 5 The Ingenious Skill of Speedy and/ſhovt writ 
being muchimproved ſince thoſe times; yet it isevident by the Maruſeript, 
that there was no little careand diligence uſed therein, ſo that nothing mll- 
terial ſeems to have eſcaped, nor do any Hiſtorians give'ſo punctual anA&- 
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count of the Tranſa# ions as theſe papers, which before never ſaw the Lights 
concerning the Authentickneſs and Truth of which, the Antientneſs of the 
hand: writing of the Original, might be a ſufficient Teſtimony, had we not 
another more probable Argument ; which is, That they were lately found 
amongſt ſome Azcient papers that heretofore belonged to a Secretary of Sir 
Francis Walſingham, an eminent Miniſter of State at that junfturez For 
whoſe uſe'tis very credible the ſame were ſo curiouſly collected, "Beſides, 
If any ſhall-be beat the pains to examine them, they will find them toagree 
in the main with the Hiſtories of thoſe times,: not- only with the Learned 
Cambden,an d the reſt of qur own Writers, but with the Great Thannss, nay 
with the Jeſuit Strada too. TIVES» 
But for the ſatisfa&tion of thoſe Readers that are not fo! converſant in 
Hiſtory, that they may the better underſtand what they meer within theſe 
Tryals : we conceive it will not be unwelcome to prefix a brief Account 
of the Life and unhappy Fortunes of the Illuſtrious Mary of Scotland, on 
whoſe Adventures all theſe proſecutionsdid depend; wherein we ſhall im- 
partially ſtate matter of*' Fa& without the RefleQtions of Bycharar, or in- 
tollerable flatteries of Canſin the Jeſuit. 
Mary Queen of Scots, was the daughter, and ſole Legitimate Iſſue of 
 Famesthe tifth, King of Scotland, and of Mary his Queen (a daughter of the 
houſe of Lorrain) born in December, 154.1. ſhe was ſcarce cight-dayes old, 
when the King her Father dyed, and the Scottiſh Nobility being divided 
into FaQions, (whereof the Family of the Hamiltors, and the Earl of Lenox, 
were the reſpeQtive Heads; The one ſid» ſupported by King Herry the eighth 
of Ergland,and the other by the French King Henry the ſecond) ſhe was by 
her Mother (who being a French-womar, inclined unto that Kings Intereſt) 
ſent into Frexce about five or tix years of Age, to learn the Accompliſh» 
ments of that Court. | 
. - There ſhe was educated under the Frexch King, and the houſe of Guiſe, 
her Uncles, who being deſperate Enemies to the Reformation, ſeaſoned her 
with violent principles againſt the Proteſtant Religion; ſhe was a'Lady very 
proper and beautiful, of agreat Wit and Courage beyond her Sex. Theſe 
Advantages, and much more ſeveral important Reaſors of State, induced the 
French King to conclude her a fit Match for his Son-the Dauphin: For here- 
by they thought themſelves not only fare to #xite the 'Kingdoms of France 
and Scotland, ({he being Sovereign Queen of the latter, as he was Heir ap- 
parent to the former) but alſo had a proſpett of the Crow of England, look- 
ing upon this Mary of Scotland, (as Great Grand-child to King Henry the 
ſeventh; to be the next Heireſs thereunto after Mary, whohad by this time 
mounted the Ezgl;ſb Throne ; For as for her ſiſter El;zabeth, they not only 
knew her to be one they called an Heretick, but alſo gave out, ſhe was [c- 
gitimate, and ſo on both Accounts repreſented her as uncapable to ſucceed. 
Hereupon a Marriage. was folemnized between the Danphir and this Prin- 
ceſs, Apr.24th. 1588. in Noſtredam Church at Pars. | 
On the 27th of November following, Queen Mary of England, after a 
ſhort Reign (rendred znfamoxs to all Poſterity, by the Butcheries committed 
on Proteſtants:) departed this Life 3 And though Elizabeth according to 
her undoubted Right, was with the general conſent and applauſe of the 
Lords, Commons, and all the people proclaimed Queen, and moſt happily 
ſucceeded her inthe Throne : yet had the Guiſes inveigled the French-King 
Into ſuch ſtrong hopesof adjoyning Erglard to the Crown of France by 
the aforeſaid Title oftheir Neece theQueen of Scots, that he openly a" 
the 
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the claim thereof, ſo that thenceforwards his So and Daughter in Law 


uſed the ſtile in all their Acts of State, Francis and Mary of Scotland, 


Exgland and Ireland, King.and Queen; and cauſed the Arms of England 
to be Engraven and Painted on their Palaces, Houſholdſtuff, and Heraldss 
Coats. And the ſaid King Herry dying ſhortly after, this Francis, who 
fucceeded him by the name of francis the Second, and Mary Queen. of 
 $eots. (by the Council of the ſaid Griſes, who hore great ſway in France) 
publickly aſſumed to themſelves the Soveraignty of England and Scotland, 
as well as that of France and Scotland; pretending to Queen Elizabeths Ars 
baſfador, who complained thereof ſometime, that the Queen of Scots bore 
the Arms of England only to ſhew the nearneſs of her Blood to that\Royal 
Line; and ſometimes, that ſhe did it only to cauſe the Queen of England 
to forbear bearing thoſe of France. | 
Mach diſpute there was about this matter, which Queen Elizabeth, as 
ſhe had reaſon, reſented very grievoully 3 But at laſt in the Year 1560. 
upon a Treaty at Edenborough, It was amongſt other matters agreed, that 
the:French King, 'aud his Wife Queen Mary, ſbould henceforwards relinquiſh 
the Title and Arms of England and Ireland. But when-the ſame came to 
be confirm'd in France, they ſought Evalions, and delay'd ſo long, that in 
the interize King Francis the Second, not being Eighteen years old, dyed, 
and left the Queen of Scots a Widow of Nineteen, who thereupon res 
folv'd to leave France, and' to return to her own Kingdom of Scot- 
land, | 3 
But Throgmorton, Queen Elizabeths Ambaſſador, before ſhe went, ear+ 
neſtly preſs'd her to confirm the laid Treaty of Edenborough, which ſhe res+ 
fuſed, alledging, ſhe muſt firſt eonſult with the Nobility of Scotland: This 
refuſal fo nettled Queen Elizebeth, that ſhe xefuſed to grant her a ſafe Comr 
def for her paſſage: However, taking the.opportunity of. a Fog, ſhe;{et 
Sail from Calice, and paſting the Channel, arrived ſafely in Scotland: From 
thence ſhe ſent Letters to Queen Elizabeth, promiſing all care to make and 
conſerve Amity with her; and requeſting that a laſting Peace might be made 
between the two Crowns. And in order thereunto delired, that Queen E/i- 
z.ebeth would. jn Parliament declare her her next Heir, if ſhe her ſelf 
ſhould have no iflye. $ bn 
This propoſition ſtartled Queen EZzaberh, who rather look't for the con- 
firmation of the Treaty of Edenborongh, which ſhe had ſooften promiſed s 
and therefore return'd Anſwer in theſe words, That as concerning the Snce(ſt 
on, ſhe hoped the Queez of Scotland would not by piolence take away ber Crowe 
from her, and her Children, i ſhe had any: She promiſed not tp deropate:gny 
tbing of her right. anto the Crown of England, although ſhe had claimted. the 
Title and Arms. of England thorough the too much haſty embition of - other 
men; for which injary it was meet that ſhe made ſatisfaJion. By ſetting 
down her Succeſjar, ſhe feared leſt their friendſhip ſhould be rather diſſeutred 
than: confoldated 3 for that unto men eſtabliſhed in Government, their Swaegſ- 
ſors are alwaics ſuſpeFed and hated : the people, ſuch is their inconſlancy upd 
a difitke of 'prejent things,” do look, after the riſing Sun, and forſeke the)Sun 
 fettings and the Succeſſors defigned cannot keepwithin the bounds of Juſticeiand 
Truth, their own hopes, andother mens lewd deferes. Moreover, if ſhe fſbonld 
" confirm-the Succeſſron unto her, ſhe ſhould thereby cut off the bape of ber own 
ſeenrity, and being alive, hang her Winding-ſheet before ber own eges 5 yea; 
rake her own Funecral-feaſt alive, and ſee the ſame. hos 2 {3.91.7 
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But this Remonſtrance took but little effet, and therefore ſometime af- 
terwards an [zterview was projected to be had between the two Queens, 
but after a long Treaty, relinquiſht ; the Scottiſh Queen refuſing it, unleſi 
Q1ecen Elizabeth would adopt her her Daughter, or declare her her Heir 
apparent by Authority of Parliament. This Queen Ekzabeth would; not 
conſent to: but adviſed her to a Marriage with Kobert Dudely (who there- 
upoh was made Earl of Leiceſter) which Alliance the Frezch rail'd upon 
as diſhonourable ; and as for her matching with any Forreiz Prince,the Earl 
of Murray, natural Brother to the Scots Queen, diverted her from it, and 

ropoſed to her Henry Lord Darnly, Son to the Earl of Lenox, whereunto 
both Love and Policy ſeem'd to give their ſuffrages ; for as he was one of 
the moſt proper and goodly young Gentlemen in the world, ſo likewiſe was 
he next Heir after herto the Imperial Crown of Exgland ; fo that ſhe might 
at once gratifie her Fancy, and ſortifie her Title. 

This Noble-man was born, and at this time refided in Exgland, theEarl 
his Father having upon the troubles in Scotland retreated thither in King 
Herry the Eighth's time: And upon the firſt return of Queen Mary into 
Scotland, Qaeen Elizabeth had confin'd both Father and Son for holding 
correſpondence with her. But after ſome time, firſt the Father, and after- 
wards the Son, on ſeveral ſpecious prttences, got leave to go intoScotlard, 
promiſing to return within ſuch a Term. | 

Being there, a Marriage was quickly concluded and folemnized between 
the Queen and this young Lord, at which Queen Flizabeth appear'd much 
diflatisfied ; nor did their Nuptial Foys remain long #-eclips d, but diſcon- 
tents (which as eaſily climb to the glorios beds of Princes, as tothe home- 
ly pabets of Peaſants ) aroſe between them 3 whether it were, that he 
Thought he had not erovgh, or took upon him #os mech ſhare in the Go» 
vernment, or on ſome more private diſguſt, I determine not, being unwil- 
ling to follow the reports of thoſe prejudic'd Authors who have ſullied 
this great Princeſſes Fame, when the reſpe&t due to the Honour of Ly- 
dies, eſpecially the Majeſty of a Crowned Head, onght to have taughtthem 
more modeſty. From what ever ground theſe animolities ſprung, they ſoon 
—_ ſuch an unhappy height, - that one Evening the King attended with 
everal others, ruſh't into S Queens Apartment, as ſhe was at Supper, 
-and ſeizing upon one David Riziws ( a Native 'of Piemort, by profeſſion 

.a Muſitian, but for his Wit and Dexterity receiv'd into great favour with 
the Queen, and made a kind of Secretary,) they aſſaulted him with their 
"naked Swords; and dragging him to the door, gave him ſeveral mortal 
wounds, whereof he Sftantly died. The Queen' was then great with 
-Child of him who was afterwards James the-1ff, Monarch of (Zreat Brit- 


tain : And though Providence was pleaſed to prevent her Miſcerriage, yet - 


the ſight of ſo diſmal a Tragedy could not but ſurprize her with wonder- 
 fulaſtoniſhment, infomuch that ſome Philoſophers will needs have it, that 
-King James retain'd an/averſion to the fight of zaked Weapons, and atri- 
' bute the ſame to the impreſſions of this unparellel'd violence. . *;. 

Of which the King ('tis ſaid ) ſoon repented, and craved the Queens 
| , Charging Murray and Mortor: as the perſons that inſtigated him 
- thereunto. But the King himſelf did not long ſurvive this Aſlaſitnation 5 
: for within a month or two after, he himſelf in a tempeſtnous night was 
ſtrangled in his bed, and ,then his body caſt forth into a Garden: Who 

were the Contrivers and: AFors of his murther, muſt perhaps remaina fecret

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in, their naked undiſguiſed reality ; Common Fame laid it upon the 
Earl of Marray, baſe Brother to the Queen, a man ſ#bti/ and ambitious z 
and Mortor, a great ſtickler in thoſe times, and other their Confederates. 
But they onthe contrary chargd it upon the Queen, though without con- 
vincing proofs. Thuanws L. go. Ad finem anni 1566, ſpeaks as if the Popes 
frngers were not altogether free from the fains of this Princes Blood ,, for 
ſays he= Ad bec, Pontificis, & ut paſſim jatabatur Caroli Lotaringi Cardi- 
ralis Literis Incitabantur, nam cum per eum a Pontifice petiiſſent pecuniam ad 
Inftatrandam mijorum Religioncm, Reſpor ſum fucrat, fruſtra ipſos Conari, niſp 
fublatis iis per qros ſtabat, ne res exitum jortiretur: They were kereunto ext- 
ted (as was commonly reported) by the Letters of the Pope, andthe Cardinal 
of Lorain ; f.r when by him they defired money of the Pope to re-eſtabliſh the 
old Roman Religion, 'twas anſwered, that their endeavours were vain, un- 
leſs thoſe were taken off through whoſe defanlt it was that the thing was not 
elready accomplifht———perbaps his Holineſs did not eſteem-the Lord Darly; 
then King, to be fierce and «Give enough for the bulineſs, for he 1s note 
to be a man of a ſoft temper, Gay and Amarows, not additted to War, 
nor Maſter of any extraordinary Politicks. 

This is certain, that ſoon after her Majeſty was adviſed again to Marry, 
and Fames Hepburn, Earl of Bothwell, being then much in her favour, and 
eminent for his Valour, was recommended ('tis ſaid, deſignedly by Murray 
and his party) as a perſon moſt fit for her acceptance ; and though he were 
more than ſuſpe&ted to be concern'd in the murder, yet being thereof in a 

retended Legal manner acquitted, and having obtain'd for that purpoſe a 
TR_ from his former Wife, the Q1een was prevail'd with to accept 
him for her Husband, not without the conſent of many of the Nobi- 


ity. - 

= This cauſed a ſuſpition in many, that ſhe was conſcious to the murder 
(which moſt Hiſtorians repreſent as the chief deſign of the Confpirators 
in promoting of that unhappy Match); and theſe-ſuſpitions were ſo: far 
. improv'd, that _ after Arms were raiſed on that pretence, and Bothe 
wel forc'd to fly, and the Queen. her ſelf ſezzed, and made Priſoner in 
Lechlevyn under the cuſtody of Murray's Mother, formerly a Miſtreſs to 
James the 5th, where threatning to proſecute her for I-continency, and for 
che Kings murder, and for Tyranny, &c. they at laſt wrought ſo far upon 
her, as tocompel her to reſign her Kingdom to her Sor, then ſcarce Thire« 
teen months old, and to appoint ' Murray Regent during his Minority. 
But after Eleven months Confinement, ſhe made her eſcape, and declaring, 
that theſe Conceſſions were extorted by Dureſs, and juſt fear, raiſed an 
Army of 7000 men, which were defeated by Marray, and the Queen for- 
| ecd to-fave her ſelf by a flight of 60 Miles in one day to the houſe of the 
Lord Heris, where diſpairing of ſafety, and promiſing her ſelf better en- 
tertainment. from Queen Elizabeth, than from her own Subjedts, ſhe from 
thence in a ſmall Bark, and with few friends, put to Sea, and Landed ar 
Wickington in Cumberland, May the 17th, 1568. and immediately diſpatch't 
Lettersto the Queen of Ezglard, deſiring to be condyFed to her preſence z 
who, in Anſwer, promiſed her afliſtance according to the Equity of her 
. Cauſe; but denied her Acceſs, for that ſhe was held guilty of many Cririies, 
.and qrdered her to be conveyed to Carliſle, as a place of ſafety; withal, 
writing to the Regert of Scotland, that he ſhould come in Perſon, or by 
ſufficient Deputies, to anſwer the Queen of Scots complaint againſt him and 
. his accomplices, and render ſufficient reaſons for depoling her, or otherwiſe

ſhe would efpouſe her cauſe, and with all the force ſhe could make, endca- 
vour to reſettle her in her Kingdom. Whereupon Mzyrray with ſeven more 


met at Tor ſeveral Noblemen commiſſionated by Queen £/:zabeth to hear. 


and treat. of the matter; amongſt whom, Thomas Howard Duke of Ner. 
folk. was the chief ; and likewiſe the Biſhop of Roſe, and others impow-- 


er'd by the Scottiſh Queen, did there attend: but after a long Treaty they 


broke up, and nothing was concluded. | 

At this Treaty a propoſal was ſecretly made ( ſome ſay by Marray ; os 
thers by the Bilhop of Rofſe ) to the Duke of Norfolk to marry the Queen 
of Scots, which proved fatal to him, as you will find by the following pas» 
pers, containing his Tryal and Condemnation for. the ſame. . And allo it. 
was given out, that he had paſſed away her Right to the Crown of Enge 
land to a Foreigner, and that the fame was ratified at Rove; and Letters. 
ſhewn, wherein ſhe accuſed Q. Eliz. for not performing her promiſes td 
her ; and boaſted of Succors ſhe expefted from others 3 which was con-. 
firmed by a diſcovery made, That one Ridolph a Florentine Merchant was 
employed by Pizs the fifth the then Pope, to make a ſecret Commotion'af' 
Papiſts in England, 1n.her favour: Whereupon the was removed toa place 
of greater ſecurity. 

' In the mean time Queen Eliz. had notice of the Intrigue between her 
and Norfolk, upon which He was queſtion'd 3 but promiling todefiſt, and, 
ſeeming to ſlight that Alliance, was diſmiſſed: But preſently a Rebellion 
was raiſed in the North by the Earls of Northumberland and Weſtmorland; 
inſtigated by one Nicholus Morton, a Popiſh Prieſt ſent over by the Pope to 
pronounce Q. Eliz. an Heretick, and to have loſt on that account all right 
and foveraignty. And theſe Popiſh Rebels proceeded. to that outrage, that 
at Durham they tore in pieces all the Bibles they could meet with. But 
finditig themſelves too weak to withſtand the Forces raiſed againſt them, 
fled without fighting 3 the firſt being betray'd in &cotland, ſent into Engs 
land; and Beheaded at Jork, and the other died abroad miſerably. About 
the ſame time Murray, Regent of Scotland, upon a private Grudge, was 
ſhot, as be Rid along the ſtreet, by one Hamilton, and the Regency was 
conferr'd upon Matthew Earl of Lenox, the young Kings Granfathcr, he 
being Father to the late murder'd King, before his Marriage with the Queep,

Whereunto proteſting, Firſ?, That ſhe was a free abſolute Qucen, and 
ſubject to none, ſhe with a ſettled countenance and courage anſwered : 

I. That ſhe had not uſurped the Title and Arms of England, but that 
the King of France, and her Husband, had z-poſed them upon her, being 
very young, and under the direction of her Husband, and therefore not 
to be laid upon her for a fault: and that as ſhe did not after her Husband's 
death, ſo neither would ſhe claim them as long as Queen Elizebeth, or any 
Children ſhe might have, ſhould live. 

2. That ſhe never imagined any detriment or hurt to the Queen by 
her Marriage with the Duke of Norfolk, being perſwaded it would be for 
the good che Common-wealthz and that ſhe did not renounceit, becauſe 
ſhe had given her Faith and Troth unto him. 

3. That ſhe willed the Duke by ſome means to get out of danger- and 
Priſon, which ſhe did out of the duty ſhe owed to him as her Huſ- 
band. 

4. That ſhe had not raiſed rebellion, nor was privy to the ſame, but was 
always ready to reveal all attempts againſt the Queens life. 

5. That ſhe never relieved the Engliſh Rebels, only that in her Letters

8. That ſhe had receiv'd ſometimes Letters from the Pope, vey pious

9. That ſbe procured not the Bull; that ſhe only ſaw the Printed Copy 
thereof and when ſhe had-read'ir, ſhe threw it into the fire. 1 

10. That if any in Forrein parts writ, or nam'd her othepwiſe, than 


they ought, they, and not.ſhe were to anſwer it. 


11. That ſhe never by Letters required aid of the Pope, or the Kirig, of 
ain to invade England, but only tobe reſtored into her Kingdothby theis 
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T2 But if any queſtion or doubt be made of thoſe Letters of effeQing the 
Marriage by force of Arms, ſhe requeſted (fince ſhe was born of the Roy- 
al'Blood of Ergland,) that ſhe might anſwer Perſonally in the next Par- 
tiament. 
.- How far theſe ſpecious Allegations were credited by Queen Elizabeth, 
we find not ; 'tis certain they produc'd little effe& towards her delivery. 
But on the contrary,it being about the ſame time diſcovered that ſhe held 
Correſpondence with Spain, and that the Lord Setoz who landed in Efex 
diſguiſed like a Mariner, had brought a promiſe of Aid to her from the 
Dake of Alva ; ſhe was confined more (triftly, and with greater Guard. 
Likewiſe in Scotland, to prevent the Duke of Gxiſes delign, which was 
to make uſe of the Duke of Lenox's favour with the King to withdraw 
his affection from the Ergh;ſh 3 the Earl of Gowry and others reſolve by 


_ all means to remove Lenox and the Earl of Arran from the King. To ac- 


compliſh which, while Lezox was gone from Perth (where the _ then 
lay) to Edenburgh, and Arran alfo was abſent, the ſaid Earl of Gowry, 
with the Earls of Mar and Lindſey, and others, take an opportunity to 
invite the King to the Caſtle of Rewther, and there detained him, not 
permitting him to walk abroad, and removing all his truſty Servants, caſt 
Arran into Priſon, enforc'd the King to call home the Ear] of Ages, and 
ſend away Lenox into France. As alſo by his Letters to Queen Elizabeth, 
to own and approve of all theſe proceedings. Which were much regretted 
by the Queen his Mother, who on this occaſion wrote a long Letter to 
Queen Elizabeth, lamenting her own and her Sons deplorable fortune, and 
did it ſo Pathetically, that Queen Elizabeth was much affe&ed with it, and 
a ſerious debate was moved in her Council thereupon, and moſt of them 


4nclin'd to ſet her at liberty on theſe Terms and Conditions.

It was now the year 1584. And in Ergland divers lewd Books were ſpread 
by the Jeſuits, and other Popiſh FaQors, aſſerting, that Princes Excom- 
aunicated, as Queen Elizabeth for ſometime before had been by the Pope, 
were not to have any Allegiazce paid unto them, but ought to be depoſed, 
&c. Theſe Seeds ſoon ripen'd into rank fruits of Treaſon and Rebellion,
